His skull was fractured, 
and in spite of an operation to try 
and save him, he passed away in 
the Victoria Infirmary at 9.26. 
Thomson's parents were present 
when’ he died, having motored 
through from Cardendén, Fife, on 
receipt of a wire, from Mr. Maley, 
manager of the Celtic. To, the 
father. and mother, and brothers’ 
and sisters of Thomson our heart- 
felt sympathy is extended.

An Atlas of Dialects, 


Before the wireless and the au- 
tomobile have quite rubbed out the 
boundaries between one’ place and 
another, ‘American ‘philologists aré 
planning a “Lingnistic Atlas of the 
United .

With 
characteristic thoroughness they 
have drawn up a questionnaire of 
one thousand questions which will 
be asked of one thousand persons.

“What would you cil] a deep, nar- 
row valley?” = The answer might 
be a ravine, glen, valley, gulch, 
hollow, gully, dingle, dale, vale, or 
dell, according: to Jocal usage.

But even if local dialeetts are dy- 
ing out it will still be possible to 
make x phonetic atlas of the States 
shawing the different accents and 
intonations with which a common 
language is spoken. .

HORSE-POWER TAX. 


British Expert's 
Views. 


of calculating herse-power tax pre- 
yails no British manufacturer can 


export business in the vehicles 
which are made for this miarket,” 
said Sir Percival Perry, chairman 
of the Ford Motor Co., Ltd. Great 
Dritain, at the last annual mecting 
of the contpany. 

“We said the vast majority of 
notorists in Britain were compelled, 
hecnuse of a foolishly . calculated 
Lmetnod of taxation, to use ‘auto- 
‘mobiles which were inferior to 
those used by antomobilists every- 
where else. Ho was nol 2 question 
of roads, or of coat, or genera) run- 
ning expenses. It was not neces- 
sary to go to the other end of the 
world to beat up sentiment among 
British colonists. Buyers -in the 
open markets of Holland and Den- 
mark “would much prefer to take 
British automobiles in payment for 
the egys and bacon and butter which 
Sritain bought from them. 

They did not do 60 for one renson 
only, which was that, in the aggre- 
gente, British manufacturers could 
afer them only an unacceptable 
article, Holland, which imported} 
all i4s motor-cars, was an open mur- 
ket, in which 28 Continental and 
American automobile manufacturers 
each gold 500 or. more of their 
vehieles per annum. Not éne of 
‘hese was a British manufacturer. 

Motoring Not A Luxury. 

“Phe use of motor-cars per capita 
in Great Britain was less than one- 
fifth of that of the United States, 
he said, Those engayed in the au- 
tomobile business ‘believed | and 
would certainly fight for the con- 
tention: that the use of a moter-cat 
was no'‘luxury. On the: contrary, 
after food, aheller, and clothing, it 
was probably the greatest necessity 
of present-day human existence. 

The taxation:in Britain was se 
high that miless it could be adjust- 
ed there was little prospect of in- 
creasing the per capita use of motor- 
ears to any large extent.. The mar- 
ket was saturafed so long os the 
present high. taxation’ prevailed. 

The revenue from motor-car taxa- 
tion received by the British Treasury 
for 1929, including the total yield 
of the petro) tax. was £39,412,963, 
Sir Percival added. The amount 
colluzted in the United States from 
motgr-car taxes was more than four 
times’ greater than this sum. The 
average tax per. automobile in Great 
Rritain was £26 18s. 9d., whereas 
the average tax in the United States 
‘was only -£7..4s. 4d. This ‘was a 
clear demonstration of the wisdom 
of the policy of a moderate tax in- 
duefng the use ‘of a larger number 
of automobiles.

Germany's workless are expect- 
ed to total 7,000,000, the highest 
figure in Europe and the second in 
the world, first place being taken by

The programme of international 
public works prepared by the Inter- 
national Labour Office includes the 
iereation of an ‘international road 
system in Europe, with main 
arteries from Paris to Athens, Paris 
to Moscow, and cross roads from 


the Alps.

A. third plan is to create an

cussed at. the Summer School of 
the British Social Hygiene Council 
at Oxford recently. 

Dr. Isrwl Feldman, lute senior 
lecturer in physiology to the Lon- 
don Hospital, said: “We are living 
in an oge of cigarette-emoking and 
the kinema. _Industralisation- has 
brought in its train both positive 
and negative ‘reactions upon ‘the 
adolescent. The young town dweller 
has been deprived: of the funda- 
mental advantage of growing up in 
an atmosphere where the realities 
of nature imperceptibly impress 
themselves upon his mind. At the 
same time town youths are in their 
factories and workshops surround- 
ed by men and women of more 
mature age and experience whose 
very talk induces a crudity of out- 
look which is both artificial and 
demoralizing.
